bladet, of Stockholm, as its authority, 
says nothing is known as to licnlne's 
fate. 


Lenine, 
an 
ex-patriate under the 
old Russian regime, was permitted by 
the German government, to return 
home through Germany from Switz- 
erland after the revolution. 
He un-

of peace and was so active that he 
cauBcd some anxiety among those who

KEEPING THE COUNTRY GOING. 
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AS TO MR. HEARST. 


The press of the country is expressing sur- 
prise in some instances professing great 
shock because of William R. Hearst's amazmg 
proposals as to America's true course in the 
war. 
There is no occasion for surprise; no 
cause for shock. That Mr. Hearst should of- 
fer as a serious, proposal the wisdom and duty 
of keeping this nation out of the war on the 
other side until Germany has successfully and 
completely 
destroyed 
Belgium, 
conquered 
France and subjugated Great Britain and then 
go in to tight Germf\n.v single-handed means 
merely that Mr. Hearst has and camiot other 
than have no stomach at all for turning a 
hand or delivery of a sroke that may work to 
the war jn'ofit of England. If that be not the 
Enimus of Mr. Hearst's novel and interesting 
suggestion, we are barren as a hammer-head 
of any notion where to look for a true Cause. 
The press of the country is greatly flattering 
Mr. Hearst by taking his proposal with honest 
dismay and expressing itself with genuine 
pain—as it is, unless, most adeptly, it is sim- 
ulating—and putting him under compulsion 
of serious urgency for the luvamike not to ex- 
pose this nation to the ruin and damnation 
of Prussian wrath. Mr. Hearst is actually 
and, we suppose, in good faith being prayed 
to that lie may let up and come off and think 
iiiVover. If Mr. Hearst is in earnest with his 
proposal that this nation will best serve itself 
and high duty by holding off until Germany 
has licked all her other foes that we may then 
have her undivided attentions, we believe that 
Mr. Hearst may very well and safely be left 
to himself and his opinions until such time as 
they may invite the proper notice. It may 
be an untoward view to take of Mr. Hearst, 
but it is an honest-to-God fact that the United 
States of America does not have to frame and 
pursue its war policies wholly as he says. That 
may be very strange, but it is the fact, and 
for what it is let it be taken and made the 
most of. 


MUCH TIME FOR NONSENSE. 


An American congress can always berclier] 
upon to develop its genius for stupidities in 
time when great emergencies press. 
More 
than a week ago the bills for selective con- 
scription were passed in both branches. There 
were some essential differences and some dif 
fercnces of no consequence whatever and the 
measures went to conference for adjustment 
and agreement^ 


After more than a week the conferees have 
been able to get nowhere. Upon the issue that 
has to do with permitting Colonel Roosevelt 
to recruit and take a division to France under 
his own leadership many days of precious time 
have been frittered away. No end ro the frit- 
tering shows to the sight far down the dis- 
tant way. What boots it as to the colonel? 
If he shall be sent it will not bring an end to 
the war. If he shall not go the omission to 
send him will not be fatal. As for this news 
paper, it can discern no reason why Colonel 
Boosevelt should not be allowed to do the bit 
he has chosen for himself—and the more so 
since it has been made plain that his coming 
would be joyously welcomed by the French 
government, army and people. 


But the point is not Colonel Roosevelt. It 
is the costly, wholly profitless and embarrass- 
ing delay to make selective conscription the 
law, give it effect and permit the war depart- 
ment to begin without wasting time to recruit 
its levies of men and put them in training for 
the tremendous business in hand. While the 
country and the country's allies wait upon 
congress for this, congress diverts itself with 
a sham battle over Oolonel Roosevelt. Be- 
tween the principles of creating armies by the 
volunteer system and the selecti ve system 
there is no difference that ought to divide op- 
inions beyond a day. 


It is a great pity and a costly piece of folly 
thit congress should have indefinite shrift to 
t m n ^ with thii for w^ks. \ ^ b l i c opinion 


It ought to be plain to every man that the 
nation can have no better element of strength 
in war than an undiminished prosperity. Pros- 
perity is the fruit of industry of every sort, of 
commerce, of trade—of producing and con- 
suming. 


The country will not remain prosperous 
save by labor to meet the demand of con- 
sumption, 
That is the reason the people of 
America have been and still are cautioned to 
beware the folly of settling into a pinched 
existence that will stop consumption, destroy 
industry, paralyze trade and make an end of 
prosperity. 
A nation of idle workers can 
make but a weak dependence in war. A na- 
tion whose workers are keptTlDusy producing 
wealth will gain strength faster than war can 
exhaust it. That is what is desired and what 
is possible in this country today if the people 
will but take thought for what it is that their 
prosperity consists in. 


In urging the people to maintain their nor- 
mal ways of living there has been no thought 
to spur them on to extravagances and loose 
living of a sort that would keep the bulk of 
them on the ragged edge. That way of living 
would be evil in any situation and an aggrava- 
tion of evil in a time of stress like this. No 
more has been and no more is urged than that 
the great wheels of industiy, commerce and 
trade be kept going by sustaining the demand 
that the country's mighty volume of business 
has been built up to meet. 


We are not nor shall we be in any situa- 
tion comparable to that of Germany or France, 
for instance, where almost the entire resources 
of the nation, industrial and financial, must 
be conscripted directly and specially to the 
purposes of war. Americans too vast, too rich, 
too inexhaustible in wealth and all material 
resources as well as in population, to be 
brought to any such strain as that. 


By keeping industiy and trade up to the 
mark we shall all remain sharers in prosperity 
and be able in the best Avay to support the 
government in the war it must wage for the 
nation.

Woodrow Wilson is a historian. He

of organized society and the descent 
into barbarism. 


Inherently the whole structure of 
modern 
civilization 
is even 
weaker 
than that of the civilizations which 
have preceded it and vanished.

Within the memory of living men 
this structure has never had the test 
of the h a m m e r and anvil on which al! 
other civilizations have been 
forged 
or broken—the test of war and f a m - 
ine. 


Our modern wars have been local- 
ized affairs largely fought by proxy. 
The wars of the older world like that 
of today involved every member of so- 
ciety.

An incident which occurred at the 
very beginning of Nicholas II's reign 
Is very characteristic of the attitude 
of the former emperor toward any 
share of the people in the government 
of Russia. 


A deputation of the foremost rep- 
resentatives of the Russian 
nobility 
was sent to bring congratulations to 
the new emperor. 
Very bright hopes 
were connected with the ascendance to 
the throne of the young monarch, after 
a period of gloomy reaction 
during 
the reign of his father, Alexander HI. 
and, in consequence, it was decided to 
present to him through a delegation 
of nobles an extremely modest sup- 
plication in favor of an embi-yo cham- 
ber of representatives, the only pro- 
posed right of which was the "right" 
to be consulted by the emperor when- 
ever it pleased him. 


The delegation, composed of highly 
respected and venerable elderly gen- 
tlemen, numbering 
sevei-al 
hundred, 
was lined In the big hall of the winter 
palace in Petrograd and kept standing 
in a military order and in completo 
silence for more than two hours. 


At last a detachment of dismount- 
ed hoi-seguards, in top-boots and with 
huge swords, hurriedly 
entered t h e 
hall with a terrific noise and placed 
itself In front of tl>e awe-stricken del- 
egation. 


Then the tiny emperor, in wild ex- 
citement, rushed in and, pacing u p 
and down the liall in the midst of the 
giant soldiers and shouting at the ven- 
erable gentlemen, 
delivered a brief 
but very definite speech, the gist of 
which consisted of the following ex- 
pression:

March, April, May and June are the 
months when the hens of the country 
produce about 50 per cent of the lay 
of the 
whole year. 
These are 
the 
months, also, w h e n the thrifty house- 
wife w h o has her own hens, or w h o 
can draw upon the surplus supply of 
a nearby neighbor, puts a w a y in water 
glass or limewater, eggs for next au- 
tumn and winter. 
To insure success 
care must be exercised in this opera- 
tion. The following directions are from 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture: 


In the first place, the eggs must be 
fresh, preferably not more than two or 
three days old. 
This is the reason w h y 
it is m u c h more satisfactory to 
put 
a w a y eggs 
produced in 
one's 
own 
chicken yard. 


Infertile eggs are best if they can 
be obtained—so, after the hatching ex- 
clude roosters from the flock and kill 
them for table as needed. 


The shells must be clean.

keeping quality. 
The protective gela- 
tinous covering over tho shell is re- 
moved by water and when this is gone 
the egg spoils more rapidly.

INRORMATION ABOUT THE GROWING OF CARROTS. 


(Another of a' series of articles 


eli mfwpatm wawtyap amtwaw paah 
edited by the publicity and informa- 
tion committee of the Fort Wayne 
branch of the National Food Relief 
union.

J. Oetz, city park superintendent.) 


Why Grow Carrots? 


The carrot should surely have its 


place in every garden, as it Is not ortly 
very easily 
grown but 
exceedingly 


wholesome. 
In addition it possesses 


the advantage of being edible both in 
top and roots, the tops serving as an 
excellent food for horses and cows. 


Specific Directions. 


The committee advocates planting 


all vegetable crops in straight rows. 
All 
commercial gardeners 
use this 


method as the most practical and it is 
profits that count; the city lot gardener 
should profit by the experience of suc- 
cessful 
growers 
and 
copy 
their 


methods. 
It requires one ounce of 


carrot seed for a row 100 feet long. 
For horse cultivation the rows should 
be 30 to 36 inches apart and for hand 
cultivation 18 inches apart. The seed 
should be spaced 
about two Inches 


apart in the rows or drills and the 
drills or furrows should be about one- 
half inch deep. 


How to Plant. 


Sow the 
seeds thinly 
in shallow 


drills early in the spring. For the first 
crop the seed should be sown as early 
as April, then make three or more 


sowings of the early varieties a month 
apart. 
This will afford a succession 


of tender roots for use, as where fully 
grown the roots often become hard 
and woody. For a late crop the seeds 
may be sown as late as July 1. Scat- 
ter the seeds In the drills as thinly and 
evenly as possible (about two inches 
apart) and tramp down the soil well. 
Work the soil between the rows deeply 
to insure smooth, straight roots. 


Thinning. 


As soon as plants are large enough 


they should be thinned to stand three 
or lour inches apart in the rows. Car- 
rots do net have 
to be thinned as 


much, however, as some of the com- 
mon garden vegetables, for example 
the parsnip, but are allowed to grow 
very often as thickly as planted. 


How to Hasten Growth. 


The growth of carrots will be greatly 


hastened by drilling a little nitrate of 
soda into the soil along the rows. The 
nitrate may be applied with a water- 
Ing pot by dissolving 
it 
in 
water. 


Poorly fertilized ground may be im- 
proved by working a little phosphate 
into the rows. 


What Varieties to Plant. 


For table use the varieties known 


as bunching carrots of which the yel- 
low Danvers Intermediate is the best, 
should be selected. The early Golden 
Ball is an excellent variety, both for 
forcing in cold frames and for sowing 
in the garden for the earliest supply. 


The small roots are round, one and a 
half inches in diameter. 
The Short 


Horn is the most popular of all early 
sorts and are ready for use nearly 
as quickly as the Golden Ball variety. 
The Chantensy is an excellent variety 
to grow for winter use as they can be 
harvested easily and are immensely 
productive. They average three inches 
in diameter at the shoulder and meas- 
ure flve inches in length. 


HarvcsUne. 


Dig the carrots in the autumn and 


store in the fruit cellar or bury in the 
ground, the same as parsnips and tur- 
nips. 
Any left over may be fed to 


horses and cows. 


Carrots, Cooked. 


The commonest use to which car- 


rots are put is as a vegetable ingredl 
ent in soup and consomme and for this 
purpose they are invaluable* 
They 


may, 
however, be served in many other 


ways: they may be boiled and served 
with butter or creamed and are always 
palatable.

An incident which occurred at th« 


very beginning of Nicholas II's reign 
is very characteristic of the attitude 
of the former emperor toward any 
share of the people in the government 
of Russia. 
A deputation ot the foremost rep- 


resentatives of the Russian nobility 
was sent to being congratulations to 
the new emperor. Very bright hopes 
were connected with th* ascendance to 
the throne of the young monarch, after 
a period of .gloomy reaction during 
the reign of his father, Alexander III, 
and, in consequence, it was decided to 
present to him through a delegation 
of nobles an extremely modest sup- 
plication in favor of an embryo cham- 
ber of representatives, the only pro- 
posed right of which was the "right" 
to be consulted by the emperor when- 
ever it pleased him. 


The delegation, composed of highly 


respected and venerable elderly gen- 
tlemen, numbering several hundred, 
was lined In the big hall of the winter 
palace in Petrograd and kept standing 
In a military order and in complete 
silence for more than two hours. 


At last a detachment of dismount- 


ed horseguards, in top-boots and with 
huge swords, hurriedly entered the 
hall with a terrific noise and placed 
itself in front of the awe-stricken del- 
egation. 


Then the tiny emperor, in wild ex- 


citement, rushed in and, pacing up 
and down the hall in the mi'dst of the 
giant soldiers and shouting at the ven- 
erable gentlemen, delivered a brief 
but very definite speech, the gist of 
which consisted of the following ex-- 
pression: 
"Forget 
your senseless 


dreams!"
